TRI-COUNTY 

MUNICIPAL LEAGUE 

TO BE ORGANIZED 

Will Include San Francisco and Cities of 
San Mateo and Santa Clara Counties. 

To Promote Harbor Improvements. 


The following very excellent article, 
written by W. J. Martin of this city, 
was published in the San Francisco 
Call last Monday: 

“Editor Call: I have noted with 
considerable interest editorials which 
have recently appeared in the Call, 
such as those pertaining to the ‘Bet¬ 
terment and Development of San Fran¬ 
cisco,’ ‘San Mateo’s Need of Good 
Roads’ and ‘District Plan for Bay 
Harbor Control.’ 

“All of these articles, while timely 
and worthy of serious consideration 
in their separate and distinctive fea¬ 
tures, present when taken together a 
phrase which I believe is worthy of 
more careful and serious study. 

“Everybody recognizes the fact that 
a city, to become a great city, must be 
primarily a great workshop. The 
volume of production and the payroll 
in any civic body make the prosperi¬ 
ty of every party of that civic body. 

“It is obvious, therefore, that if the 
payroll of a municipality does not re¬ 
enter the arteries of the municipality, 
but diverts into outside channels, or, 
if the workshop features are impaired, 
that to the extent of that diversion and 
to the extent of that impairment, the 
greatness of that municipality is af¬ 
fected. 

“Ran Francisco’s prosperity, which 
you are championing, depends very 
much upon the patronage which the 
people give to its merchants, its busi¬ 
ness houses and to its attractions, and 
this patronage depends largely upon 
the people who live on the San Fran¬ 
cisco Peninsula. The San Francisco 
Peninsula comprises the county of 
San Francisco, the county of San 
Mateo, and the county of Santa Clara. 
The patronage of San Francisco 
comes mainly from the residents on 
the Peninsula. These residents in the 
three counties I have named always 
have and necessarily must, always 
lean to and into the affairs of San 
Francisco. The conclusion is there¬ 
fore inevitable that the greater the 
population and the greater the indus¬ 
trial activity existing on the Peninsu- 
no matter where, the greatest will 
be the vitality and development of 
San Francisco itself. To bring about 
such a condition should be the ambi¬ 
tion of the entire Peninsula as a unit. 
It means local as well as general pros¬ 
perity. 

“The last fifty years have brought to 
the surface no evidence of the exist¬ 
ence of such ambition. The present 
and the future in self-interest should 
make up for the past. 

“Santa Clara county has been more 
than remote from the metropolis be¬ 
cause of the meager means of transpor¬ 
tion through San Mateo county, and 
the city of San Francisco has been 
even more distant in its own worse 
than meager avenues of approach from 
its only land suburb. 

“If San Mateocounty had good roads 
and avenues its entire length reaching 
into Santa Clara county and con¬ 
necting with roads and avenues 
leading out of San Francisco, and if 
San Mateo county had splendid street¬ 


car services connecting San Jose and 
the metropolis, such as radiates today 
from every large city in California 
(excepting San Francisco), it would 
take no argument to comprehend that 
Santa Clara county, by such align¬ 
ment with accessibility to San Fran¬ 
cisco, would be brought nearer the 
metropolis and its growth and devel¬ 
opment greatly enchanced. No argu¬ 
ment with such conditions is needed 
to prove that vast population and 
growth would follow in San Mateo 
county as well. And lastly, it requires 
no proof to show that such develop¬ 
ment and growth and retention of pop¬ 
ulation on the Peninsula in Santa 
Clara and San Mateo counties would 
add vastly to the patronage of every¬ 
thing which San Francisco has tooffer. 

“Mayor Rolph expressed himself as 
advocating San Mateo county’s good 
roads bond issues and rightly in the 
same article points out the delicacy of 
his position in meddling in the affairs 
of another community. And yet San 
Mateo county justly feels that it has 
been in the past grossly neglected by 
San Francisco, and this neglect has 
destroyed San Mateo county’s ambi¬ 
tion aud caused it grossly to neglect 
itself to the great detriment in busi¬ 
ness affairs, not only of San Mateo 
county and San Francisco, but of the 
splendid county of Santa Clara as well. 

“Whatother city with metropolitan 
pretensions is there in this state that 
has not already reached far out into 
its suburbs with splendid highways 
and other high class means of trans¬ 
portation? 

j “San Francisco, the metropolis with 
but one land suburb, cannot today 
point with pride to a single highway 
or suburban service on its side of the 
fence reaching toward San Mateo 
county, nothing which would heroical- 
! ly stimulate San Mateo county with a 
spirit of reciprocity. 

! “Now a solution of all these condi¬ 
tions can be found by special applica¬ 
tion to the Peninsula of the principles 
advocated by C. T. Wright in his dis¬ 
trict plan for harbor control. If the 
Peninsula were merged into a Penin¬ 
sula Municipal Eeague through the 
agency of the civic bodies controlling 
San Francisco, San Mateo and Santa 
Clara counties, this league could with¬ 
out an apology and affront to any sec¬ 
tion actively participate in remedying 
conditions in each section. As a unit 
they could go into the harbor question 
and could secure, as in no other way 
is possible, government appropria¬ 
tions which would open deep water 
landings along the shores of San 
Mateo and Santa Clara counties, and 
create new and great industrial centers 
on the Peninsula. This would mean 
great population for these counties and 
the business interests of San Francis¬ 
co would gain largely though patron¬ 
age. 

“Such a municipal organization 
would have a strength which would 
be recognized. San Jose is now in the 
throes of an effort in creating a har 
bor. Sections by themselves in San 
Mateo county in times past have vain-

When the new surveys of this city, 
now being made by order of the local 
land company are completed, about 
the first of the year, many street and 
sidewalk improvements will be started 
and pushed forward and give work to 
many men.

What would 
be the result if the Peninsula acted as 
a unit in this matter? Bay traffic 
from San Jose and all along the Penin¬ 
sula would become a fact and one 
which increase in importance each 
year, adding to the welfare and 
growth of each community. 

Such team work would make a unit 
of the Peninsula, bring each section 
into closer and more advantageous re¬ 
lationship, create by force of its acti¬ 
vities every feature which knits to¬ 
gether communities—inlerurban ser¬ 
vice, of the highest and most efficient 
type, electric express, auto truck, auto 
bus, good roads, avenues and high¬ 
ways. 

“I deduct from your editorials that 
the Call sincerely intends to lend its 
strength for the welfare of San Fran¬ 
cisco. If I am right, and I .know I 
am, can not your valuable paper exert 
its wide influence in starting for once 
in the history of the Peninsula, a uni¬ 
ty of action which will be chemical, 
not conglomerate, and which if so 
united will bring about all the results 
1 have mentioned and more?

PRESTON. 

The engagement of Mrs. Frances Fol- 
som Cleveland, widow of Grover Cleve¬ 
land, twenty-second president of the 
United States, was recently announced 
by John Grier Hibben, president of 
Princeton university. 

Mrs. Cleveland Is forty-eight years 
old, but looks far younger. It is twenty- 
seven years since she went to Wash¬ 
ington to become ’’the White House 
bride,” the only wife of a president to 
be married at the oifldlul mansion and 
the youngest woman who ever stepped 
into the post as first Indy of the land. 

Five children came to the Clevelands. 
They were Ruth, Marion, Frances, 
Richard and Esther. Ruth is dead. 
Esther was the only one born in the 
White House and has ever since been 
referred to as the “White House baby.” 
The years have so flown by that this 
winter will see the debut of the “White 
House baby," and only recently rumor 
w’as busy with the report of her en¬ 
gagement to the son of Dean West of 
Princeton. This rumor had hardly been 
repudiated by Mrs. Cleveland as “ut¬ 
terly false” when there cntne the ottt- 
cial announcement of the engagement 
of the mother. 

I’rofessor Thomas Jes Preston, Mrs. 
Cleveland’s fiance, is fifty years of age 
and is a graduate of Princeton. As a 
young man his university studies were 
interrupted by illness, and he gave up 
completing his education and went into 
business,

Handy Telephone Tables. 

The new telephone tables with wood¬ 
en stools will appeal to many house¬ 
keepers, as often it is difficult to find 
a table the correct height for the tele¬ 
phone to rest upon. 

These new tables, which come in 
mahogany, oak and mission, are small 
and good looking and would not nt all 
mar the appearance of any room, pro¬ 
vided, of course, that one was selected 
in the same wood as the rest of the 
furniture. They are square or three 
cornered in design and have swinging 
wooden arms, with a round stand cov¬ 
ered with green baize on which to rest 
the telephone. Under the table is a 
shelf to hold the necessary but very 
unsightly telephone directory, while 
the wooden stool can be slid under the 
table when not in use. The three cor¬ 
nered shaped table will be found very 
convenient for fitting into a corner of 
any room or hall. 

On the top of the table can be placed 
the necessary tablet and pencil, which 
every telephone table should be sup¬ 
plied with, as it is often difficult to

UNIVERSAL DEMAND 
FOR GOOD ROADS 


The universal demand for good ! 
roads which has arisen from a recog- j 
nition of the enormous material bene¬ 
fits to be derived from them is reflect-' 
ed in the action of the United States i 
Department of Agriculture which has 
established the “Office of Good 
Roads,” for the express purposes of 
! furnishing data and valuable exper- 
j ience to states and counties about 
to build roads. This data must of 
course be reliable and of the greatest 
value to road builders, it being gather¬ 
ed from all parts of the country and, 
in fact, a record of results which elimi¬ 
nates the necessity of experiment in 
road building. 

The Office of Public Roads is divid¬ 
ed into bureaus each with its special 
function and each in charge of an ex¬ 
pert in his line. The library or record 
of results is a tabulation of the various 
aspects of, the road question gleaned 
from roads that have actually been 
built and scientifically observed before 
and after building or reconstruction. 
There is no guessing. The deductions 
are scientific, mathematical. In the 
division of economies and maintenance, 
for example, the subjects of taxation 
for roads, cost of construction com¬ 
pared with increased traffic, increased 
production, increased land values, in¬ 
creased profits on crops because of de¬ 
creased cost of hauling and decreased 
wear and tear on vehicles and on ani¬ 
mals, these and a hundred kindred 
subjects are taken up and studied 
minutely. 

The point to be observed in all of the 
studies of the Office of Public Roads 
is that there is a saving in time, in 
human nerves and in animal muscles 
by good roads, increased comfort, in¬ 
creased facility for education and 
culture too and undeniable benefits in 
every way. 

Here in San Mateo county it is not 
enough to say that good roads are de¬ 
sirable, they are absolutely necessary 
if we are to keep abreast of every other 
section in California. And if we do 
not keep abieast, if we do not progress 
we must fall back. The question is, 
are we going to continue to be made 
the subject of unfavorable newspaper 
and verbal comment as the county 
with the worst roads in California, or 
are we going to pass this bond issue of 
$1,250,000 and take our place with the 
progressive sections and advance our¬ 
selves in material prosperity. 

The board of supervisors, the ad¬ 
visory commission on good roads and 
the executive committee are a unit in 
their desire, as expressed in their 
energy and enthusiasm, for providing 
the county with good roads. There 
can be no question as to the ability of 
these bodies nor their will to carry out 
the work promtly when the voters 
pass the bonds. The preparatory work 
is going on apace. The executive com¬ 
mittee under President Behrens will 
brook no delays nor avoidance of the 
main issue—promptnees and thor¬ 
oughness. The matter of good roads 
then rests entirely with the voters, 

Are we to have good roads in San 
Mateo county ?

frequently others are ueeded. Theu it 
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"There are a number of problems be¬ 
fore the counterfeiter,” said my friend 
Roberts, the detective, "but the most 
important of all is distributing the bills 
after they are made. There’s more 
room for ingenuity in this part of the 
work than any other, and more coun¬ 
terfeiters are tracked front this clew 
than any other. All sorts of devices 
are resorted to to get the stuff in cir¬ 
culation. Persons are roped in by be¬ 
ing offered an enormous price for some¬ 
thing they own. and when they get 
their pay find that the money they 
have received is counterfeit. In such 
cases the transaction is usually large, 
and when it is completed the rascals 
disappear without leaving any trace. 
Of methods whereby the bills are put 
into circulation in a small way and con¬ 
tinuously a case that fell Into my 
hands a few years ago is about the 
best example I ever met with. 

”1 was sent to a banker who had 
reported some five dollar bill counter¬ 
feits on his bank’s circulation. Every 
now and again a lot of these bills 
would appear, be absorbed and after 
awhile another lot would find their 
way into the hands principally of 
shopkeepers. The only clew that any¬ 
body had was this: An old man one 
day went into a drug store and. after

looking carefully over some toothbrush¬ 
es, bought one. paid for it with a five 
dollar bill and received $4.70 in change. 

"The clerk had received through a 
customer, who was beyond suspicion, 
one of these same bills before which 
had been pronounced a counterfeit and 
was suspicious of this one. But in- ! 
stead of refusing it he gave the man 
his change and sent a boy after him to 
see where he went. While the boy was 
gone the clerk took the bill he had re 
ceived to the bank, where it was pro 
nounced spurious. The boy saw the 
old man who had passed it go into a 
certain house, then returned to the 
drug store and reported the fact. A 
watch was set upon the house, but the 
party who had gone in there was not 
seen to come out or again enter it. 

"This is the point at which 1 took 
the case. It may be supposed that my 
first move would be to call at the 
house on some pretext and find out 
who lived there. Any such act might 
stand against me in the future. In¬ 
stead. I rented a room opposite the 
suspected premises, where from a win¬ 
dow I could keep it under constant 
survedlance, and spent many an hour 
watching it. Several times 1 sat up 
till daylight in the morning hoping 1 
might see some suspicious circum¬ 
stance. An elderly woman lived in 
the house, who. I learned, was a 
widow with two or three little chil¬ 
dren. She did not appear to have any 
lodgers, though there was a card In a 
window, ‘‘Room to Rent.” I saw one 
or two persons who were passing look 
at the card, ring the bell, enter and | 
come out, but during my watch the 
room was not hired. 

“One day I received notice that a 
counterfeit bill bad been passed at a 
meat store, another at a newsstand and 
still another at a hardware store. In¬ 
deed. the reports of the passing of 
these bills came in from all over the ! 
city. One of the persons on whom they j 
were passed had submitted to be Tic- j 


timt/.ed in order to catch the perpetra¬ 
tor Not being sure that the bill was 
counterfeit, he had pursued the same 
course as that pursued by the drug 
clerk The person who had offered the 
hill was a woman She had been fol 
lowed, and the house she entered was 
watched Rut she was not seen mak¬ 
ing an exit, nor did she ever again ap¬ 
pear to the watcher or any one else 
concerned. 

"When I had gathered these addi¬ 
tional facts I felt sure that I bad met 
with conditions that would be very 
difficult to unravel. And vet it appear¬ 
ed that more than one person was en¬ 
gaged in shoving the counterfeits, and 
the more persons possessing a secret 
the more difficult it Is to keep it. 

"One dav the president at the bank 
whose bills were counterfeited receiv¬ 
ed an anonymous note written in a 
feminine hand that if he would send 
to such a street and number he might 
be afforded a clew to the counterfeit¬ 
ers. The note was turned over to me. 
and I replied to it in person. 1 was 
received by a young woman, who told 
me that a man in a house directly op¬ 
posite to the one in which she lived 
had excited her suspicions. But she 
could give no reason for this except 
that he appeared to have no business. 

"If I were to let it be known that I 
was a detective working up a case 1 
would get a multitude of clews every 
lay. and each clew would be more ri¬ 
diculous than Its predecessor. Never¬ 
theless In this case the girl seemed to 
be so positive that there was some¬ 
thing wrong about the man opposite 
that 1 concluded to investigate. The 
best way to do this was to transfer 
my quarters to the bouse $he lived in 
—it was an apartment bouse--and set 
up a watch. One of the flats was va¬ 
cant. and I rented a front room in It. 

“I had observed the man opposite 
but a few times before 1 could under¬ 
stand the girl’s suspicions. But 1 
could give no more reason for mine 
than she could for hers. She was 
quite attractive, and 1 made the case 
a pretext to call upon her often. I 
talked to her about it a good deal, but 
did not confine myself to it exclusive¬ 
ly. She was much pleased to be con¬ 
sulted by a detective, and 1 encour¬ 
aged her to help me. She said that 
about once in two weeks the man op¬ 
posite sallied forth as though he was 
Intending to accomplish something.

1 did not fol¬ 
low him into the store, for I knew 
that if he was a criminal he would be 
suspicious of every one he met. My 
purpose was to note the stores he went 
Into and If he passed counterfeit mon¬ 
ey. If he did his game was up, for 1 
could arrest him where he lodged. 

"He visited various stores, buying 
something in ea b. then, instead of go¬ 
ing to his lodging, entered a house 
where several families were quartered. 
I concluded to wait for him to come 
out. .but he never did come out—that 
is. so far as 1 could see. While 1 was 
waiting for him several persons en¬ 
tered and came out of the house, but 
not my man. After waiting for some 
time I telephoned for a person to re¬ 
lieve me and visited the stores at which 
the man had made purchases. In ev¬ 
ery store he had passed a counterfeit 
bill. 

"I resumed my watch on his lodg¬ 
ings; but. although 1 continued it for 
a week. I never saw the fellow again. 

“By this time the young lady who 
had given me the clew hud become 
much interested in the case. Moreover, 
she sympathized with me in my defeat 
and was anxious to do somethiug to 
help me. 1 couldn't afford to spend any 
more time watching the house where 
the counterfeiter lived. I learned that 
he had simply lodged there, and the 
occupants Knew nothing about him. 
The young woman volunteered that if 
she saw him there again she would at¬ 
tempt to shadow him and if possible 
communicate with me w 7 hile she was 
doing so. It was evident that he was 
one of several persons who were shov¬ 
ing the counterfeit money, but 1 had 
no clew to his whereabouts and was 
therefore no better off than before. 

“The fellow went back just once to 
the house in which he had lodged to 
get some clothes he had left there, and 
the young woman happened to see him 
She followed him and caught him on 
one of his rounds getting rid of spu¬ 
rious bills. After visiting divers stores 
he went to a house where he disap¬ 
peared as before. His shadower wait¬ 
ed from 10 o’clock in the morning till 
4 in the afternoon for him to come out. 
Then a woman emerged, carrying a 
parasol and a reticule. The shadower, 
who bad for weeks seen the man op¬ 


posite go and come, had no sooner seen 
the woman walk than she recognized 
in the peculiar gait him whom she was 
looking for. She followed, looking 
iibout her for a policeman, but these 
gentleman have a convenient way of 
not appearing when they are wanted, 
and the party turned into a building 
before she could get a cop. 

"There was a store opposite and. 
luckily, a telephone in the store. The 
young woman called the police and 
explained why she wanted them. They 
came in sufficient numbers to surround

NEAR RUPTURE BUILD BOATFOR RAGE 

England and Germany Kow at Thirty Thousand Dollars Is 
Work to Prevent Gontlict Subscribed in Southern City 

The latest news received foreshad- Sir Thomas Lipton’s challenge to the 


ows the breakdown of the peace nego¬ 
tiations between the allies and Turks 
probably over the demand of the Bul¬ 
garians for the evacuation of Ad- 
rianople, to which Turkey will not 
listen. 

The Turkish view is that while the 
allies have no more reserves which 
they can draft upon, Turkey is draw¬ 
ing a plentiful supply of fresh troops 
from Asia, and is abl£ to continue the 
war for another year. The Turkish 
military authorities assert that 
Adrianople can hold ^>ut for another 
month, and that the Tchatalja lines 
are impregnable. 

The danger of a greater war than 
that between the Balkan states and 
Turkey absorbs public interest far i 
more than the first bout of diplomacy 
between tiie belligerents. 

The steps toward mobilization which 
Austria and Russia are taking, al- j 
though but preliminary precautions, 
have made possible a vision of the 
vast consequences which, as far as 
Great Britain is concerned, are con¬ 
sidered nothing less than appalling. 

Apparently the British public has no 
desire to sacrifice lives and money, 
paralyze commerce and risk the navy 
over the settlement of the status of 
the Balkan peninsula. Yet it is un¬ 
easy because ignorant of how far 
Great Britain's diplomatic engage-, 
ments with France and Russia extend 
in the direction of an alliance and of 
how much likelihood there is that the 
Government will be drawn into a con¬ 
flict in which one or both of its part¬ 
ners in the entente may be engaged. 

There also is reason to believe that 
Great Britain has given Servia, as 
well as Russia and France, to under¬ 
stand that she lias no interest in Ser- 
via’s demand for a port on the Adri¬ 
atic sea. She also has told them she 
has no intention of supporting Ser- 
via’s claim by force of arms nor of 
aiding any other power to do bo. . I 

The Liberal press is unanimous in 
urging Great Britain to preserve neu¬ 
trality. The majority of the Conserv-! 
atives demand the same policy. The 
Times, declaring that none of the Eu¬ 
ropean peoples want war, says: “Yet 
that is whither the nations are blindly 
drifting.” 

It asks: "Who, then, makes war?” 
and replies: 

“The answer is to be found in the j 
chancelleries of Europe, among the 
men who too long have played with 
human lives as pawns in a game of 
chess, and who have become so en¬ 
meshed in formulas and the jargon of 
diplomacy that they have ceased to be 
conscious of the poignant realities I 
with which they trifle.” 

The Pall Mall Gazette almost alone I 
speaks in a warlike voice. It declares: j 
“England ought to act firmly with I 
France and Russia in refusing simply 
to be swept aside. If the conference 
desired by the British Government is 
refused, we ought to face the alterna¬ 
tive and stand by our friends.”

Emperor, and perhaps the King of 
Spain, will enter boats in behalf of 
their countries, and there is a sugges¬ 
tion that Japan will enter and com¬ 
pete for the trophy of the seas. The 
Toronto Yacht Club may enter a boat 
for Canada. 

The northern cities—Seattle, Ta¬ 
coma and Portland—have not yet 
been heard from, but with Los An¬ 
geles, Hawaii and San Francisco en 
tering yachts, the reputation of the 
north is at stake. There will be fine 
racing to test the ability of any boat 
which may be sent here by the New 
York and Boston clubs. 

The great races will be held out¬ 
side the Heads, off San Francisco har¬ 
bor, on triangular courses that will 
include sailing around the Farallones. 
Although in clear weather the boats 
would be visible through the race 
from the land, they will be followed 
by thousands of people on excursion 
steamers and steam yachts. 

It has been proposed that after the 
regatta a great race shall be sailed on 
the 2000-mile course from here to 
Honolulu harbor, and the Hawaiians 
are anxious that this part of the pro¬ 
gramme shall be carried out.
